INDIANAPOLIS, Kov. 1.— An interest- 


ing point for scientists to consider iu 
regard to tlie earthquake which was 
felt in this city about 5:20 yesterday 
morning is the fact that a number of 
the smaller Indiana streams having 
their sonrce m the southern border of 
the gas belt have suddenly filled with 
Witter. Xo rni7js have occurred in thi- 
ttute for mouths to swell tbcystream.-., 
and in the casu df Honey creek, in the 
rastern part of Bartholomew county, it 
had gone dry several weeks ago "the 
water standing only in pools here aim 
there. This week it is filled to tin- 
brim and in some places has overflowed 
and washed away fences on adjoining 
farms 
Suuar creek, which runs near 


Ediuburg, Johnson county, was nearly 
dry, bnt now it is reported to be nearly 
filled. Smaller streams rising in the 
Hancock county gas territory have 
•hown similar pheuomana. 


No one can explain from whence the 


water comes, and it is offered that the 
iinkiug of the earth in tha g~.is bait has 
afforded new outlets for underground 
water courses, thus feeding th« itroaias. 
In the case of Honey creek tha records 
ihow that previous to the Charleston 
earthquake, AUR. 1, 1886, the stream 
acted as it has now. The phenomena 
was repeated previous to the earthquake 
on Sept. 2ti. 187C, both of the^e quakes 
having been strongly felt in Indiana.

SELLING WOOL TO THE ENGLISH. 


Worth More In j£nirlni»1 TI>KO It la In 


the American Market. 


It, appears that a Boston firm has sold 


500,000 pounds of ilontiiua wool for ox- 
port to Eaplitnd because the English 
niuiiofucturevs are willing to pay more 
lor it than it is worth iu this market, 
savs the Philadelphia Record. 
On tbe 


strength of this transaction the advo- 
cates of a high tariff tax on wool argue 
that foreign manufacturers will soon 
inonopolizo the business of making our 
woolens, which they will send back to j 
us in spite of our 40 to 50 per cent du- 
ties. This argument ignores the fact 
thut our manufacturers are importing 
over 300,000,000 pounds of foreign 
wools in addition ro the domestic wools 
they use. As long as the necessities of 
their trade compel them to buy so large- 
ly of foreign wool supplies it does not 
look as if Jouerican manufacturers were 
going out of business. 
In fact, they 


have just commenced to do business on 
the sound basis afforded by unlimited 
access to the world's supply of this raw 
material. 


It is a fact that the kind of wool that 


grows on » sheep's hack depends Tery 
largely upon local conditions. Upon the 
same breed of sheep there is a difference 
in (he fiber aud gloss of wool brought 
from different countries. Our fine wools 
are hotter for some kinds of cloths than 
the Argentine or Australian wools, and 
the Argentine and Australian wools are 


To Cure Rennet, 


For the rennet one should secnr« the 


Ftoinacb of u young calf that has been 
allowed no food save its mother's milk. 
The- calf should not be over o weeks old 
when it is killed. 
Vfhen the lennet is 


removed by the butcher, it should {be 
immediately emptied of curd, rubbed 
with dry salt and placed where it will 
dry quickly. Repeat the rubbing fre- 
quently, and when dry put the rennet 
in a tight, box in a dry place, for it is 
ready to be used at any time. I do cot 
kuowthat it will ever spoil if treated in 
this manner. When preparing a rennet 
nover wash or soak it, as that would cer- 
tainly spoil it. 


On the evening before the rennet is 


to be used cut from the dried rennet a 
piece containing about six square inches 
and place It in a cupful of warm water. 
In the morning strain the new milk, 
place it on the stove, and when it regis- 
ters at the cheese mark (SS degrees) re- 
move from tho fire and put in the care- 
fully strained water in which the rennet 
has'beeu soaked aud rubbecl As it is 
turned in, etir the milk with a long 
wooden paddle in a soft, rolling way 
until all is well mixed, then cover with 
a cloth and leave alone for abont 20 
minutes.

Let the inquirer sow two acres of rye, 


two bushels per acre, and one acre of 
wheat, if wheat will not -winter kill 
there, with the same amount of seed per 
acre. This -will give him green fodder to 
start with next spring. The rye is earlier, 
and the wheat will follow the rye. Iu 
the spring be cau sow cue acre of oats 
and pens, l)a' bushels each per acre, as 
early as. oats can be sown on his land. 
Two or three weeks later let him sow 
another acre of oats or peas to follow 
the ilrrt in feeding. Clover and green 
grass will fill in between the winter 
«rain feeds and tho oute and peas, while 
the latter will follow by sorn. About 
Aug. 1 one or two acres of barley or 
pe;is, two bushels barley and one bushel 
of peas may be sown to feed after corn. 
Barley and peas will withstand severe 
frorits'eveu until the ground freezes, nnc 
.ire tho last given crop available. Thn 
yields per :. TO of osts and peas aud of 
barley and pu.ih are nearly equal, boii * 
iv little more than one-half in green torn, 
uf the yield of corn. If his 30 cows

Two factors may aff&ct the siijjwr reve- 
nue, a decrease in the domestic supply, 
owing to the withdrawal of bounties, 
and au increase in price, rei-Tiliiug in a 
diminished consumption. Making allow- 
ance for possible fluctuation, he expects 
au importation of at least 3,000,000,- 
000,000 pound?, "which, if the import 
price remains the same—below 2 cents 
—will produce a revenue of $21,000,- 
000. 
The customs, aside from sugar, 


show an increase. The first four mouths 
of the new fiscal year show a customs 
revenue as largo as was that of the same 
period in 1SI'2, when the total, omit- 
ting sugar, was fl77,000.000. "With 
some confidence therefore," he says, "I 
place the customs revenue for 1896 at 
$190,000,000." Turning to the other 
source of income, the internal revenue 
taxes, especially those oil liquors, Mr. 
Ford does not expect much increase 
from the advance of the tax on distilled 
spirits. Sufficient time has not elapsed 
to enable a correct measurement of the 
effects of that increase to be made. The 
present fact is that the receipts are not 
what they were under the old tax. If 
legislation hostile to use of liquor does 
not interfere more than usual, he ex- 
pects an income of $85,000,000 from 
that source, while the taxes from fer- 
mented liquor and tobacco will change 
but little. The levenne from these two 
sources, with the f 16,000,000 from in- 
cidentals, will bring tne receipts up to 
$351,000,000, a sum that will be ample 
for the normal expenditures of the gov- 
ernment. The "normal'1 is the amount 
expended beloro the fifty-first congress 
began the experiment of decreasing rev- 
enue and increasing expenditure, the 
result of which vtill discourage its suc- 
cessor, (he Fifty-fourth, from attempt- 
ing its repetition.

Paul Globe. 


A Steady Increase of Ret-enno, 


The people of the country will be 


gratified to find that the usual deficit of 
the last year or so in the revenues of the 
country is omitted in the- statement of 
the national treasury for the month of 
September. Instead of a deficiency there 
is a surplus of $3,175,040. 


True, a surplus may not appear in 


the statement for October, but the gen- 
erally improved condition of the coun- 
try gives u steady increase of revenue, 
and it may now be accepted that we are 
on the threshold of paying our way in 
the administration of the government. 


But for tho defeat of the income tax 


feature of the new tariff law, the reve- 
nues would today be mere than ampin 
for all the expenditures of the govern- 
ment. Tnuo has thus vindicated the 
statesmanship that conceived and enact- 
ed 
the 
Wilson 
tariff.—Philadelphia

Building and FHllnc an Icehouse. 


Wherever there is a dairy, even of 


one or two cows, ice is indispensable for 
:he pioper handling of milk in •warm 
weather. But there are also many other 
uses of ice on the farm, as every house- 
wife knows. It is not right that farmers 
should do without this luxury, when it 
is in cotprnon use by persons who c-jn 
only get it by paying much more than 
it will cost them. 
The work of filling 


the icehonses comes at a time wheu all 
:he farm teams are idle. 
It occupies 


time that would otherwise be wasted, 
both for men and teams. It will pay to 
draw ice two and even three miles 
rather than not have it, but after a 
farmer has done -this one or two years 
he will conclude that it pays better to 
have an ice pond on the farm. 
For the 


amount of ice needed for home supply 
no part of tbe farm will pay better. One 
caution needs to be remembered in 
building icehouses. They should not be 
built against any other building. 
The 


ice attracts the lightning, and uot only , 
will buildings in contact with the ice-' 
house be apt to be burned., but it Will 
be nearly impossible to get insurance i 
companies to take such buildings as 
risks without a ir.nch higher pmrarom | 
than would otherv, i^e be asked.—George 
B. Newell Jis American Cultivator.
